SIR ROBERT HART 


CREATOR OF CHINA'S CUSTOMS 


SERVICE IS DEAD 


LONDON, Sept. 22—Sir Bohert Hart, 


director general of customs in China 
from 1900 to 190S and:inspoetor general 
since 1S63, died yesterday. He had 
been living In England since his re- 
tirement from the. Chinese service be- 
cause of ill health. 


Sir Robert Hnrt,' who', was an Irish- 


Wan by birth, had been in tho Chinese 
maritime - customs service -since 1851). 
He was born In 1835. ::He.was the most 
potent link v between China and 
the 


western world. He created Its 
cus- 


toms borvlccs, gave China a compre- 
hensive tariff and'was behind: practi- 
cally every& commercial _treaty ,that 
China made prior to 1908, when, he 
returned to .England.

Tho Oavitt rooster, value $1, disap- 


iiearcd'foiir months ago. 
Gavilt, who 


lives at Wttlorford, four miles from this 
city, accused Kelly, who had left Mid- 
dlotown nnd wns scratching for a liv- 
ing .at Fayvillo, Mass. Olflfcers had 
some difficulty In finding Kclly'a roost- 
Ing place and spent a lot of valuable 
lime and money.before- they were able 
lo arrest him. 


Keq'utsttlon- papers were prepared, 


but Kelly got a hearing In Massachu- 
setts, at which ho indignantly denied 
ho had "flown the coop" when accused 
of .tho theft. Kelly's attorney finally

The ; fire fighters, a. bucket brigade 


previous to tho explosion, had kept at 
a safe distance from the fire, owing 
to the danger, but, with the dynamite 
out of the way, work of extinguish- 
ing - the. flames began..In earnest and 
the fire soon was under control. 


The main feed .-wire for the local 


electric light , system, supplied from 
Lj-man Falls, the telephone and tele- 
graph wires .were toppled over by the 
force of. the dynamite explosion and 
the village was In darkness last night. 


The. total loss-on -the buildings and 


contents was conservatively estimated 
at' J100.000.

is true that the salt water if, a great attraction, but a good system of fresh 
frater baths would satisfy the people of Lowell. 
Tho subject has been 


agitated so long, however, that the press and the people have got tired talk- 
ing of if. 
We do not expect that anything will be done iu the direction of 


pioviding public baths until wo adopt ilie new charter.

Canadian electors were moved by sen- 
timent inore than by material consid- 
eration, . Throughout the campaign the 
liberal speakers and the government
